Claims 1-3, 20-23, 25-28 and 30 are pending (the applicant indicates claims 1-3, 9 and 20-30 are 
pending which is not correct after the latest amendment dated 10/28/2008). The 103 rejections 
and 1 12 2 nd paragraph rejections of the pending claims have been overcome in view of 
applicant's amendments/remarks and are hereby withdrawn. All the independent claims 1,21 
and 26 have been amended to incorporate the allowable subject matters and are therefore 
allowable in view of the examiner's amendment below. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or
